FIFTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  the  year,  all  who  are  connected  with  the  Hospital’s  orga¬ 
nisation  have  been  chiefly  concerned  with  Air-raid  Precautions. 

Last  September,  in  the  short  space  of  24  hours,  all  suitable  cases 
were  evacuated,  45  extra  beds  were  installed  and  equipped,  and  the 
Hospital,  in  common  with  hundreds  of  others,  waited  for  an  influx  of 
air-raid  casualties.  As  is  well  known,  these  were  not  forthcoming. 
After  about  three  weeks,  patients  were  again  admitted,  and  the  Hospital 
has  received  congratulations  on  being  one  of  the  first  to  return  to  normal 
routine. 

Great  praise  is  due  to  the  entire  staff  for  their  competent  handling 
of  the  difficulties  arising  out  of  such  drastic  changes. 

The  point  which  the  Committee  wishes  to  emphasise  is  that  the 
Hospital  once  again  serves  the  neighbourhood  in  exactly  the  same 
capacity  as  it  has  always  done. 

For  it  to  continue  to  do  this,  funds  are  more  urgently  needed  than 
ever,  as  the  Government  grant  covers  no  more  than  the  cost  of  the 
necessary  alterations. 

In  time  of  war,  costs  are  on  the  increase,  while  subscriptions  tend 
to  be  on  the  decrease. 

Most  sincere  gratitude  is  tendered  to  all  who  have  supported  the 
Hospital  up  to  the  present  time,  and  an  urgent  appeal  is  made  to  them 
to  maintain  their  support  and  to  interest  newcomers  to  the  district, 
remembering  that  the  civilian  sick,  owing  to  the  curtailment  of  work  in 
other  similar  organisations,  are  more  in  need  of  an  efficient  hospital 
than  ever  they  were. 

GENERAL  COMMITTEE.  The  Committee  is  glad  to  welcome  back 
its  chairman,  Mr.  T.  A.  Garner,  who  has  been  absent  through  illness. 

It  reports  with  pleasure  that  Mrs.  James,  of  New  Barnet,  has 
consented  to  become  a  member. 

Mr.  -Hugh  de  Bock  Porter  has  resigned  owing  to  ill  health.  For 
a  number  of  years  Mr.  de  Bock  Porter  was  one  of  the  representatives  of 
Jesus  Hospital  Charity  on  the  General  Committee.  His  enlightened 
support  was  always  of  great  value,  and  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  him. 
The  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Judge,  J.P. 

Mr.  Corbett,  who  was  this  year  elected  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  who 
had  already  contributed  much  towards  the  Hospital’s  welfare,  has  left 
the  neighbourhood,  and  the  thanks  and  good  wishes  of  the  Committee 
go  with  him.  They  record  with  gratitude  that  Mr.  A.  FI.  Burns  has 
consented  to  become  the  Hospital’s  Hon.  Treasurer  and  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 
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In  Dr.  Hatriek,  who  has  retired  from  practice,  the  Committee  loses 
a  most  valued  .senior  member  of  the  medical  staff.  Their  deep  regret 
at  this  is  tempered  by  the  fact  that  he  has  consented  to  become  an 
Honorary  Consultant  His  place  on  the  Committee  has  been  taken 
by  Dr.  C.  M.  Scott. 


The  following  members  retire  by  rotation,  and  are  eligible  for 
re-election:  Dr.  W.  G.  Harnett  and  the  Rev.  S.  Roberts. 

With  very  great  regret,  the  Committee  announces  the  death  of 
two  of  its  most  valued  members — Alderman  Arnos  Ford,  M.B.E.,  J.P., 
and  Mrs.  Archibald  Boyes. 

Alderman  Ford  was  for  many  years  a  representative  of  Jesus 
Hospital  Charity  on  the  Committee,  and  the  Hospital  owes  much  to  his 
sustained  support. 

Ethel  Boyes.  In  April,  1924,  Mrs.  Boyes  became  a  member  of  the 
House  Committee.  She  served  on  this  until  her  death  on  September 
29.th,  1939,  and  was  its  Chairman  for  the  last  nine  years.  In  February, 
1930,  ishe  was  elected  to  the  General  Committee.  For  many  years  Mrs. 
Boyes  organised  the  Street  and  Guild  collections,  and  she  has  been 
responsible,  through  her  series  of  whist  drives,  for  substantial  additions 
to  the  Hospital’s  funds. 

A  record  of  such  magnificent  service  as  this  speaks  for  itself. 
Not  only,  however,  will  her  name  be  permanently  associated  with  the 
hardest  work  that  any  one  person  has  done  for  the  Hospital,  but  the 
memory  of  her  will  bring  a  picture  of  cheerfulness,  courage,  and 
infectious  enthusiasm. 

MEDICAL  STAFF.  The  following  have  joined  the  Medical  Staff: 
Dr.  J.  D.  S.  Watling,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  and  Mr.  H.  Bridgeman-Williams 
— the  latter  taking  the  place  of  Mr.  E.  N.  Screech  as  Hon.  Surgeon 
Dentist. 

The  death,  on  December  31st,  of  Mr.  Edward  Clayton,  L.D.S., 
R.C.S.,  since  1906  an  Hon.  Surgeon  Dentist  to  the  Hospital,  is  recorded 
with  great  regret. 

The  ever-present  gratitude  of  the  Committee  t!o  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  is  this  year  increased  by  the  fact  that  the  conditions  under 
which  they  have  worked  have  been  exceptionally  trying. 

STAFF.  In  October  the  Matron  underwent  a  serious  operation 
on  one  of  her  eyes,  which  was  entirely  successful.  She  has  the  sympa¬ 
thetic  thoughts  of  all  who  know  her,  and  was  welcomed  back  with  much 
pleasure. 

Once  more  the  Committee  records  its  warm  thanks  to  her  and  all 
her  staff  for  their  work,  carried  on  with  efficiency  and  cheerfulness 
despite  the  complexities  of  the  A.R.P.  requirements..  These  complexities 
have  also  greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  Secretary,  Miss  Henderson, 
and  to  her  and  all  concerned  the  Committee  owes  an  increasing  debt  of 
gratitude. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE.  Mrs.  Abbott,  to  the  gratification  of  the 
General  Committee,  has  undertaken  the  Chairmanship  of  this  Committee, 
in  place  of  Mrs.  Boyes. 

LADIES’  LINEN  LEAGUE.  The  weekly  Thursday  meeting  which 
undertakes  the  mending  of  the  Hospital  linen  continues,  but  the  linen 
supply  committee  have  invested  their  funds  for  the  duration  of  the  war, 
after  which  they  intend  to  resume  their  function  of  supplying  all  the 
linen  which  the  Hospital  requires. 
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PATIENTS’  LEAGUE.  The  activities  of  this  League  continue,  and 
new  members  are  enrolled  from  time  to  time. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES.  Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  local 
Clergy  and  Ministers  who  have  given  their  time  to  conducting  services 
in  the  Hospital. 

JESUS  HOSPITAL  CHARITY.  The  Committee  acknowledges  with 
great  gratitude  'a  most  generous  grant  of  £800  to  the  Extension  Fund. 

KING  EDWARD’S  HOSPITAL  FUND.  Dr.  H.  MacCormac,  C.B.E., 
M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Giveen  visited  the  Hospital  on  behalf  of 
the  Fund,  and  the  Committee  records  its  thanks  for  a  grant  to  the 
Maintenance  Fund  of  £110. 

METROPOLITAN  HOSPITAL  FUND.  Thanks  also  are  tendered 

to  this  Fund  for  a  grant  of  £40.

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MEDICAL  REPORT. 


FIFTEENTH  YEAR  OF  THE 
HOSPITAL  IN  WOOD  STREET 


Eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven  in-patients,  3,267  out-patients,  841 
X-ray  examinations,  1 ,963  ultra-violet-light  treatments,  and  2,623  massage 
and  electrical  treatments  represent  a  tremendous  achievement  in  medical 
service  performed  by  the  Hospital  in  1939. 

The  drop  in  the  figure  for  the  patients  admitted  to  the  wards  is  due 
chiefly  to  the  period  of  compulsory  evacuation  of  patients  during  Sep¬ 
tember,  when  every  available  bed  was  held  in  readiness  for  an  emergency. 
That  the  work  of  the  Flospital  was  continued  in  the  out-patient  department 
is  amply  shown  by  the  increase  over  the  last  comparable  year,  1938  :  49 
more  X-ray  examinations,  1,221  more  ultra-violet-light  treatments,  and 
320  more  massage  and  electrical  treatments,  and  824  more  out-patients. 

These  figures  speak  for  themselves,  and  indicate  that  our  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  Matron,  Sisters,  and  Nursing  Staff  is  increasing,  and  we 
wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  their  loyal  help  and  co-operation,  with¬ 
out  which  the  Hospital  would  be  unable  to  function. 

We  were  amazed  at  the  number  of  massage  and  electrical  treatments 
performed  by  Mr.  Puzey  in  1938.  We  shall  shortly  be  at  a  loss  for 
further  words  of  thanks. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  persons  have  volunteered  for  the  Emergency 
Blood  Transfusion  Service,  and  have  been  grouped  and  typed  ready  for 
immediate  use. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  announce  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Hatrick,  who 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  since  1905.  The  Hospital  will 
miss  his  familiar  figure,  agilely  emerging  from  his  car,  without  any  over¬ 
coat  even  on  the  coldest  of  days,  and,  above  all,  his  quick  sense  and 
humour.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  announce  that  he  has  been  appointed 
as  an  Honorary  Consultant. 

We  welcome  Dr.  J.  D.  S.  Watling,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  as  a 
new  member  of  the  Medical  Staff,  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Flatrick,  and  wish 
him  all  possible  success 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  have  to  announce  the  death  of 
Mr.  Edward  Clayton,  who  has  been  an  Honorary  Surgeon  Dentist  to 
the  Hospital  since  1906.  His  passing  has  been  a  great  shock  to  many 
of  us,  and  the  Hospital  is  the  poorer  for  the  loss  of  one  who  did  a  great 
deal  of  work  in  the  Hospital  in  the  past. 
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We  welcome  the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  Bridgeman-Williams, 
Honorary  Surgeon  Dentist  to  the  Hospital,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  E.  N. 
Screech,  who  has  removed  from  the  district.

For  the  convenience  of  Subscribers  and  for  the  purpose 
of  general  reference,  extracts  from  the  Rules  made  for  the 
conduct  of  the  Hospital  are  appended:  — 

For  each  guinea  subscribed  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  for  the 
admission  of  a  patient  will  be  given  to  the  Subscriber,  but  the  patient 
can  only  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  when  such  letter  is  countersigned 
by  one  of  the  Medical  Staff. 


Cases  of  accident  requiring  immediate  aid  will 
the  usual  form  of  recommendation.

Subscribers  may  be  nominated  on  the  Committee,  and  have  voting 
powers  at  the  Annual  and  General  Meetings. 


Ministers  having  collections  in  their  Churches  will  be  considered 
as  Subscribers. 

Persons  suffering  from  infectious,  contagious,  or  mental  diseases 
are  not  eligible  for  admission. 

Visitors  to  patients  are  admitted  on  Sundays  and  Wednesdays 
only,  between  the  hours  of  2.30  and  4.30,  except  in  very  urgent  cases, 
when  the  friends  of  patients  may  be  admitted  by  permission  of  the 
Matron. 


Free  access  is  accorded  to  Ministers  of  any  religion,  subject  to  any 
regulations  the  Committee  may  find  it  necessary  to  adopt. 

NOTE.— As  from  the  1st  November,  1921,  the  minimum  inclusive  fee 
for  each  patient  was  fixed  at  £1  Is.  Od.  per  week,  but  the 
House  Committee  has  power  to  vary  this  sum  at  its  discretion. 
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
